Sixty Transports Loaded With Troops 


Now on Mediterranean Bound for 


Scene of the Big Grab.

The advance guard of the Italian array 


of occupation landed today at Tobruk 
on the northeastern coast of Tripoli. 00 
miles east of the city of Tripoli and 
75 miles west of the Egyptian frontier.

EMBARKATION OF TROOPS. 


Rome, Oct. 10.—The greater part of 


the Italian army expedition is now on 
the way to Tripoli. This was learned 
from messages in conventional language 
that escaped the censor. 


"A big contingent, comprising the larg- 
est part of the total force, sailed from 
Naples last night and a fleet of trans- 
ports left. Taranto nt sunrise tofyiy. 
More troops will depart from Agosta to- 
night. These three groups will assemble 
as one east of Malta.

BUT ONE WAITRESS 


At a dinner where there is but one 


waitress it is altogether permissible -to 
place the first course of oysters, clams 
or fruit on the table before dinner is 
announced, nnd for the guests to find it 
there when they come into the dining 
room. In this case the napkin, with its 
bread and card, may be laid beside the 
plate. When the first course has been 
eaten, the plates arc removed and those 
for the next course put in their place. 
Xo hurry is to be practiced, but there 
must be no delay. 


Except at a family dinner, or one that 


is very intimate and has but one. or two 
familiar guests, the dishes arc served 
from the side. The carving is done in 
the kitchen and the dish passed by the 
waitress, always on the left side. Some- 
times the food is served on the plate out- 
side, then placed before guests; hut this 
is done only with soup, fish, entrees, 
salad and perhaps the sweet. 


Unless there is special entertainment 


supplied after the- dinner, the 
guests 


should not linger late. An hour is long 
enough, unless the dinner has been very 
short or very early. If it has begun at 
the fashionable hour of 7:30 or 8. the 
guests will hardly rise from the table 
before n or half past, and an additional 
stay of. a.n hour prolongs the party suf- 
ficiently,—Woman's Home Companion.

The rain tree has been described as the 
redeemer of all deserts. 
One of the 


latest reports has credited the rain-tree 
to Peru. 


United States Consul General Henry 


Robertson, at Callao. Peru, having re- 
ceived numerous inquiries concerning tlvp 
rain tree, recently undertook an investi- 
gation of the matter. He has reported 
the results to his government, and they 
dissipate the rain tree dream. He says 
that no such tree exists in Tern or cUe- 
n-here. to liis knowledge, and

of his statement.

says that in certain moist sections ol 
Peru a certain tree becomes saturated, 
so to speak, and occasionally discharges 
a small amount of moisture.
